being nerved by others.*’ We have 
proved this true. We aiv happier in 
planning for the comfort and pleas­ 
ure of others, than In serving our­ 
selves. Love is truly “the greatest 
thing in the world." It is the incen­ 
tive to all generous thoughts and 
deeds. 
We give to our friends be­ 
cause we love them. 
Do we give to 
tile Lord’s work because we love it? 
We are Christians because of God’s 
great love to us. 
We have conse­ 
crated ourselves to His service. This 
means our time, our pow'ers of mind 
and body, our money, our all. These 
are gifts of this love, and He says: 
"Freely ye have received, freely give." 
Remember this, we are constrained 
to say. "Lord what wilt thou have 
me to do” 
The 
Psalmist 
wrote: I 
“Give unto the Lord the glory due un­ 
to His name; bring an offering and 
come into his courts, worship the 


Ix>rd in the beauty of holiness." Most 
of us are willing to give our time to 
the public services of the church, but 
how about the offering? This was 
part of the worship. Moses in giving 
directions for the festival sat*vices in 
Deut. 
(16:16-17) said: "They shall 
not appear before the Lord empty: 
every man shall give as he is able, 
according to the blessings of the Lord 
thy God. which he hath given thee.” 
Paul wrote to the church in Cor­ 
inth. as he had done to the churches 
in Galatia.

Is this the way we gi\e? or do we 
watt for a touching appeal to arouse 
us, to awaken our sympathies and 
then give? Some give to one cause, 
and then feel that they must wait a 
long time before giving again, be­ 
cause they gave so generously, or, 
perhaps, they have no

to 
spare. Others give with th*- wish that 
they could give more, but don’t see 
how 
they can. and possibly after­ 
wards regret that they gave at all. 
for they have so many ways for the 
money to lie used. This spasmodic 
giving is a worry and a burden—but 
little spiritual blessing comes to the 
soul as the result of such giving. It 
tends to make us more selfish and 
dwarfs our Christian growth. Til Is 
then is our loving service to One 
whose "mercies are new every morn­ 
ing and fresh every evening.’ “ Who 
daily Ioadeth us with benefits.” 
Paul taught the early Christians 
that they should give as God had 
prospered them. We forget that the 
laird is directly concerned in our 
prosperity, that He is the chief fac­ 
tor in ; ii success.

out that l!o])kins had told prisoners 
in the Missouri jail that he would 
get even with his wife as soon as he 
was refused. 
Hopkins also 
wrote 


three letters to his wife, who had 
come here, threatening her life, 


Hopkins' attorney, W. C. 'Hender- 


son, 
made a dtermined fight for Hop- 


kins. A change of venue -being denied 
Judge J. T. Johnson, was hworn off 
the bench «md Judge W. M. Boles of 
Perrv ordered to come here1 Mon- 
day night and conduct the trial. An- 
other effort was made to obtain a 
change of venue by Hopkins' attor- 
ney, 
wlxx alleged that he could not 


obtain a fair trial here. The 'motion 
for a new trial was again denied. 


A jury was secured Wednesday and 


the "trial begun. Th* state used more 
than a score of witnesses., among 
them the la-year-old son of the pris- 
oner, who testified that his father 
had threatened his mother's life, even 
Jjefore the -date th« defense alleged 
that Hopkins had received an Injury 
that parti-ally wrecked 
his? reason. 


J J. • Gal yon, a prominent merchant 
of this city, whose wife is a slater 
to the murdered woman, was also 
an important witness for the state. 


At the time the murder was com- 


mitted, .Hopkins was a robust man.
